vitations to all members of the 
Foreign Relations Committee but 
that “an inadvertance occurred 
somewhere" which accounted “or 
the omission of one to Senator 
Johnson. The text of the letter 
follows: 

My Dear I-r. Senator. 

I was distressed to learn from 
the press last night that you did 
not receive an invitation to the 
dinner given at the White House 
for Ambarsadors Dawes and Gug- 
genheim. to which the members 
of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, who were in the city or 
available, were invited. Direc- 
tions to send out the invitations 
were given on Monday and in 
the hurried telephoning to Sena- 
tors and settlement of other de- 
tails an inadvertence occurred 
some where. 

I am most deeply pained that 
such an accident should have 
happened, with such an appar- 
ent lack of courtesy, and I hope 
you will accept my assurances 
that it was due enti-ely to a mis- 
take which is most deeply § re- 
gretted by all of us.

Baran & Co. is not a member of 
the New York Stock Exchange.

This morning Senators Reed of 
Pennsylvania and McNary of Ore- 
gon were early caliers at the White 
House but had nothing to say con- 
cerning their visit. Last night 
when Johnson's absence first was 
noticed White House officials with- 
beld comment. 

Conference During Campaign. 

After a2 tuncheon conference 
with Mr. Hoover at his Palo Alto 
(Cal.} home early in the presi- 
dential campaign of iast year. Sen- 
ator Johnson declared for the Re- 
publican nominee in this statement 
to newspaper men: “J am for the 
Republican candidate for Presi- 
dent. I am a Republican candi- 
Gate for the Senate.” 

Stating that he had visited the 
nominee at his request. the Senator 
said, “I was delighted to lunch 
with him and to chat with him.”

Walker was re-elected yesterday by 
497,165 votes, the largest plurality 
ever given a candidate for Mayor 


of New York. Aldermanit President 
McKee and Comptroller Berry were 
re-elected by even greater plurali- 
ties. 

Borough President’ Harvey of 
Queens was re-elected by 26,560. He 
was the only Republican candidate 
for a major office to survive the 
flood of Democratic votes which 
swept every borough. All the Dem- 
ocratic members of the Board of 
Estimate were overwhelmingly re- 
turned. 

Norman Thomas, Socialist candi- 
date for Mayor, polled 174,931 
votes, a record for his party in the 
greater city.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—The 
Senate today voted to cut the tariff 
on pig iron from $1.12% to 75 
cents a ton in the first major de- 
feat of the administration forces 
by the coalition opposition since 
rates were taken up. The vote was 
47 to 30, 

Nineteen Republicans, including 
Sackett of Kentucky, a member of 
the Finance Committee, joined 28 
Democrats in voting for the lower 
duty. This was the largest group 
of Republicans thus far to go 
against a higher industrial rate, 

Four Democrats voted with 26 
Republicans against the 75-cent 
rate. The 75-cent rate, proposed 
by Barkley (Dem.), Kentucky, 
compares with 75 cents provided 
originally in existing law, but 
which was increased to $1.12% by 
presidential proclamation and $1.50 
proposed by the Senate Finance 
Committee. The House bill pro- 
vided $1.12%. 

Objects to Limit on Debate. 

After the Senate had operated 
part of today under an agreement 
limiting debate to 10 minutes for 
each member on the earthenware 
and china tariff schedule, Senator 
Oddie (Rep.), Nevada, objected to 
such an agreement on the metals 
schedule, saying he wished to speak 
at some length of manganese. 

The finance committee proposed 
to place manganese upon the free 
list. 

Norris (Rep.), Nebraska, at- 
tacked Reed (Rep.), Pennsylvania, 
for what he termed Reed’s lack of 
“sportsmanship” in the tariff con- 
test and avowed he did mot intend 
to sit quiet and hear himself ac- 
cused indirectly of being an enemy 
to his country or a free trader. | 

After the Senate had voted down 
the increase in the pig iron duty 
which Reed favored, the Pennsyl- 
vanian asserted the vote proved 
that further discussion of the bill 
was useless as it never would be 
/ approved by the House. All the 
‘Democratic talk about a competi- 
tive tariff was “political eyewash,” 
he said. 

Replying, Norris said he ‘was 
tired of listening to “lectures” by 
‘Senator Reed. He denied he was 
a free trader and said those aaivo- 
cating a higher tariff were doing 
more harm than good by endeavor- 
ing to raise the tariff wall to keep 
out all products. 


As soon as it met the Senate 
began clearing remaining amend- 
ments sponsored by Republican 
members of the Finance Commit- 
tee to the earths, earthenware and 
glassware schedule, the second of 
the 15 schedules to be reached. 

Without a record vote the Sen- 
ate approved one auch amendment 
to increase from 45 to 60 per cent

McElroy’s inquiry that Thompson 
approached the truck when it was 
turned back at the Loray cotton 
mill village in Gastonia by a mob 
bent on preventing its passengers 
from attending a communist meet- 
ing in South Gastonia. He said he 
did not see Thompson after that. 

He also testified that he saw 
Horace Wheeler, identified yester- 
day as having fired a shot into the 
truck at the instant Mrs. Wiggins 
fell, and Fred Morrow, owner of 
the automobile with which the 
truck collided. 

Shope said he heard the shot that 
killed the woman and saw her fall 
but did not see who fired it. He 
said he heard shots in a field later, 
but did not know who was firing. 
Shope did not call the names of the 
men he said he saw, but walked 
along the row of accused men and 
touched them. 

Sixteen men are under bond on 
charges of murder and conspiracy 
to murder in connection with the 
killing. 

Julius Fowler, one-legged man 
whose crutch Frank Fortner yester- 
day said broke the giass in the cab 
of George Lingerfelt’s truck when 
it collided with Fred Morrow’s car. 
today identified Horace Wheeler as 
the mag who shot Mrs. Wiggins.

~ |Gov. Sampson Now the Only 


Republican Holding Elective 
State Office. 


By the Associated Press. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov, 6-— 
Democratic majoritics: in both 
branches of the Kentucky General 
Assembly convening in January 
were indicated today on the basis 
of returns from yesterday’s election. 

Republicans sought to gain con- 
trol of the State Legisiature to 
strengthen the administration of 
Gov. Flem D. Sampson, Repub- 
lican, two years of whose four-year 
term remain. The Governor and all 
appointive State officers are Re- 
publican. All elective officers ex- 
cept the Governor are Democratic. 

Uncfficial returns point to the 
usual Democratic majority of ap- 
proximately two-thirds of the 
Lower House, and control of the 
Senate. 

The Republicans, however, made 
a clean sweep of Louisville and 
Jefferson County. William B. Har- 
rison, (Rep.), was elected Mayor 
by an unprecedented majority of 
30,000. In the legislative races, the 
Republicans gained four seats by 
electing all eight candidates.in Jef- 
ferson County. The one State Sen- 
ate election in the county also 
went to the Republicans. 

The Republican gain in Louis- 
ville and Jefferson County was off- 
set by Democratic gains in the 
legislative races throughout the 
State. Several districts that sent 
Republican Representatives to the 
1928 session gave majorities to 
Democratic candidates. 

Twenty-two persons were arrest- 
ed here during the day, one 
charged with interfering with vot- 
ing. At Shepherdsville Charles ©. 
Ricketts, 38 years old, railroad em- 
ploye, fell dead of apoplexy as he 
entered a booth to cast his vote, 
and at Louisa an orgahized search 
started for Hary Hays, 60, farmer, 
missing since Oct. 28 when he 
started out to electioneer for a 
friend. 

Among the candidates elected to 
the Legislature are several who 
have announced their opposition to 
the policies of Gov. Sampson, par- 
ticularly in connection with his 
proposal for a luxury tax to ob- 
tain funds for free textbooks for 


public grade school pupils. The 


free textbook act, the principal 


plank in Gov. Sampson's campaign |

Mayor Who Has Served Four 

Terms Defeated in Cheyenne.

CHEYENNE, Wyo., Nov. 6.— 
C. W. Riner, defeated yesterday in 
the Cheyenne mayoralty election, 
has se:ved four terms as head of 


the city government but has failed 

on two occasions to gain the favor 
of the voters for the third succes- 
sive time, 

He first was elected in 1887 and 
was re-elected two years later. He 
lost in 1891. After an interval of 
34 years he ran again and was 
elected in 1925 and 1927. He was 
defeated yesterday by Cal Holli- 
day. 


Democrats Gain Two Seats in New 
York Assembly.

ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 6.—Demo- 
crats gained two additional seats 
in the lower House of the Legisla- 
ture as a result of yesterday's elec- 
tion.

MOSCOW, Nov. 6.—An ominous, 
though vague, ultimatum was is- 
sued yesterday by the Stalin ad- 
ministration to the opponents of 
its program, the right wing group 
led by Nicolai Bukharin. 

The opposition must‘either sub- 
mit fully to the administration 
policies and carry out the orders 
of Josef Stalin, says the warning, 
or—the ultimatum does not state 
exactly whst the alternative will 
be. 

It is easy to understand, how- 
ever, that members of the ring 
wing opposition will not be toler- 
ated within the ranks of the Com- 
munist party, in which they have 
thus far been allowed to remain. 
If they continue their present pol- 
icy of boring from within they 
may expect to become the object of 
repressive measures similar to 
those taken against Leon Trotsky, 
exiled former chief of the Red 
army, and his followers: 

Stating Program. 

The ultimatum admits that the 
right wing is the most serious 
menace to the realization of Stalin's 
program, particularly his plan for 
industrialization of the country in 
five years. Their position has re- 
cently become stronger because of 
the growing resistance of wealthy 
peasants to the government's ef- 
forts to force the formation of 
farm co-operatives. 

Growing difficulties tn city lfe, 
aggravated by shortages of hous- 
ing accommodations and foodstuffs, 
have given the right wing an op- 
portunity for carrying on opposi- 
tion propaganda. In some in- 
stances right wing leaders have 
been distributing leaflets among 
factory workers and other laborers, 
most of whom are pro-Stalin, try- 
ing to gain new influence with 
them, 

No Room for Enemies. 

The warning is intended ag 
notice <“.at the presence of enemies 
within the party ranks will no 
longer be tolerated. 

“It is like stabbing the back of 
the proletariat which carries on its 
shoulders the heavy load of Sécial- 
istic upbuilding,” the ultimatum 
says, referring to the tactics being 
pursued by the right wing. 

The warning emphasizes that 
this is the second year of the in- 
dustrialization program and that 
the government anticipates many 
difficulties. Ne opposition will be 
brooked, it continues, whether 
Open and active or cloaked under 
apparent neutrelity. 

Indicationg are that the right 
wing will persist in its opposition. 
Three formar followers of Trotsky 
-~L. Smirnov, M. Boguslavsky and 
T. Beloberodev—announce, how- 
ever, that they are rejoining the 
Stalinists.

ject dates from childhood. 

' But it was characteristic that he 
did not step right into the parental 
path until he had tried several 
other things, notably song writing. 
The Mayor was born June 139, 
1881, in Leroy street, Greenwich 
Village. As a boy he attended the 
parochial school of St. Francis 
Xavier in Seventeenth street, where 
he was a star scholar and where 
he attracted much attention by his 
ability to make speeches.

He was also famed in his boy- 
hood as a baseball player and his 
play on the Farm, a vacant piece 
of land on West street, attracted 
the managers of the Hoboken semli- 
professional team, who made him 
an.offer.

Declines’ Offer of Judge 
for Probation.

He Was Cited by Federal 
Jurist for Articles Writ- 
ten on Patronage Sale 
Trials.

JACKSON, Miss., Nov. 6.—Maj. 
Frederick Sullens, editor of the 
Jackson Daily News, found guilty 
Monday ..of criminal. contempt of 
the United States District Court b~ 
Judge Edwin R. Holmes, has been 
given the choice of appearing in 
court Wednesday for sentence, 
or accepting a suspended sentence 
and go. under probation pending 
good havior. 

The editor, convicted of con- 
tempt on’a citation growing out 
of articles published in connection 
with the Federal patronage trials, 
in which he predicted acquittals| 
‘of the defendants, declared in an 
editorial yesterday that he would 
not go under probation. 

“If Judge Holmes believes that 
the editor of the Daily News de- 
serves to be vacated under ‘proba- 
tion’ or held: like an ordinary crim- 
inal pending ‘good behavior’ then 
we most respectfully invite him to 
impose any sentence he may fe 
fit, and the question will be fought 
out in the court of last resort,” the 
editorial reads. 

Acceptance. of prohation would 
be tantamount to the inauguration 
of a Federal censorship over his 
newspaper, he declared. 

Sullens said he intended to stand 
squarely on the constitutional guar- 
anty of the liberty of the press, 
“in spite of insidious encroach- 
ments by Congress, Federal courts 


He said: “Judge Holmes denied 
any intention of attempting to im- 
pose a censorship. Probation was 
granted because he believed the 
ends of justice would thereby best 
be attained, said the Judge. It is 
not extended to defendants who do 
not desire it, he added. 

“Probation implies, a promise of 
an effort not to commit further 
violations of a similar character,” 
reads the amended opinion. “If the 
defendant desires probation on 
these terms, he may have it. Oth- 
erwise, let him appear in court, 
for sentence next Wednesday, Nov. 
12, at 9 o'clock.” 

The editor and the Judge have 
been personal friends for more 
than a quarter of a century, and 
his editoria! and the opinion are 
couched.-in' friendly, but emphatic

“This court only desires to be 
permitted to proceed with the dis- 
posal of its business, in an orderly 
manner, free. of outside interfer- 
ence, obstructive..of its... constitu- 
tional functions,” declared .

Comment on the Viceroy’s declara- 
tion of Nov. 1 that the British 
Government desired to grant do- 


minion status to India in time in- 
dicates that the favorable response 
is wider than had been expected. 
Lord Irwin asserted that a confer- 
ence should be held in London to 
clear up relations between: British 
India and the native states of 
India, and this is considered to 
have removed most of the electric 
tension from Indian politics. 

The deciaration delivered a se- 
vere blow to the growing move- 
ment for complete independence. 
One section of the Indian. press 
characterizes the day of declara- 
tion as a red letter day in Indian 
history. 

Attacks had been expected from 
two quarters—extreme “Euro- 
pean,” or white opinion, in India, 
and the so-called “congress” poli- 
ticians. But Anglo-Indian news. 
papers not only were the first to 
describe the announcement as wise, 
but also resented the opposition 
voiced in the British party press. 

The Statesman of Calcutta de- 
elared that any repudiation.of the 
goal of dominion status would 
mnean.the establishment of a 
charge of breach of faith against 
Britain. 

Most of the Indian newspapers, 
while awaiting the final verdict of 
Indian politicians, welcome the an- 
nouncemert as a wise step toward 
finding the way out of the political 

Both progressive political. opin- 
ion and press opinion are being 


modeled on the lines of the state- 
ment issued by 30 members of the 
Indiah Nationalist Congress and 
other leaders, including Mahatma 
Gandhi, great upholder of Indian 
nationalism; Srinivasa Sastri, 
prominent Indian leader who was 
formerly high commissioner to 
Seuth Africa, and Mrs. Annie Be- 
sant.

Mr. George C. Baldwin of’ the 
Post-Dispatch has brought to the 
writer’s attention a copy of “The 
Western Gazetteer,” which was the 
property of his grandfather, who 
came to this region in 1838. It 
was copyrightéd and published “in 
the forty-first year of the inde- 
pendence of the United States.” 
The following description of St. 
Louls as it was 112 years ago 
makes curious reading now: “St. 
Louis, the largest town of the terri- 
tory, and at present the seat of gov- 
ernment, stands on a high bank, 15 
miles below the entrance of the 
Missouri. The buildings are scat- 
tered along three parallel streets, 
extending upwards of two miles 
along the river, and each rising 
above the other, which gives the 
town a neat and romantic appear- 
ance. Most of the houses are built 
of stone and whitewashed on the 
outside. Almost every house has 


an extensive garden or park, around 


which high stone walis are built. 
Some of the buildings are very 
high and costly and surrounded 
with galleries. The population ex- 
ceeds 3000 souls. It has a bank, a 
printing office, .Postoffice and Ro- 
man chapel. It already enjoys a 
handsome trade, and from ita local 
advantages promises to become a 
rich and populous city. The coun- 
try around and west of St. Louis is 
for 15 miles one: extended prairie 
of very luxuriant soil and in a high 
state of cultivation. There is a 
ferry from this town to the Illinois 
side of the Mississippi; from hence 
passes the main road to Kaskas- 
kia.’’

Bitingly satiric, full of . tronic 
anecdote, occasionally. grave, Will 
Durant, one-time obscure Latin 
professor who leaped to fame with 
his “Story of Philosophy.” dis- 
cussed contemporaneity and great 
thinkers of history last night be- 
fore an audience of 650 at the Y. 
M. H. A., 724 Union boulevard. 

His theme was “The Ten Great- 
est Thinkers.” But his discourses 
on powerful minds long dead in- 
cluded estimates of the state of 
morals in America, judgments on 
New York City politics, and em- 
phatic expression of the opinion 
that the Republican party did not 
want Hoover at the last election’ 
and does not enjoy having him 
now. : 

Durant spoke of the thougiits of 
great men with awe and -then 
amusedly related their pecadilios. 
The extraordinary philosophic pow- 
er of Confucius, he pointed out, 
failed to win the Chinese Duke of 
Loo from dalliance with the fairest 
maids of Cathay. The latter, he 
said, had been subsidized by “the 
gangsters of China,” who feared 
the Confucian influence. 

He pictured the great mathema- 
tician, Sir Isaac Newton, on the day 
he was going to be married, paus- 
ing to change his clothes and fall- 
ing asleep while his bride waited at 
the church. On another occasion, 
he said, Newton attempted to boil 
an egg, but instead boiled his 
watch, holding the egg in his hand. 

When He Opened Locket. 

Voltaire, he said, like most men 
with powerful minds, was annoyed 
to discover intelligence in a woman. 
The great French free-thinker on 
one occasion, he said, carried a 
locket from the death-bed of a 
woman he loved and opened it only 
to find in it the picture of another 
man. Aristotle was a Beau Brum- 
mel, the  best-dressed man ~ in 
Athens, and Plato, man of great 
brain, earned his name—Pliato— 
because of his broad back. 

Copernicus, said Durant, whose 
system of astronomy meant the end 
of the Middle Ages and demanded 
a hew conception of God, was a 
simple, Polish priest, of extraordi- 
nary piety, who would have burnt 
his books had he believed they 
might give later comfort to skep- 
tics. 

Sir Francis Bacon, who fathered 
the system of thought that made 
modern science, with its attention 
to detail, possible, unfortunately 
was given to taking bribes as Chan- 
cellor of England, the speaker re- 
lated. 

His Ten Thinkers. 

Of Spinoza, Durant spoke elo- 
quently, comparing him to Jesus. 
The latter he did not include in 
his list of great thinkers because 
Jesus had an objective beyond 
knowledge, the saving of souls. 
Thinkers in hig list, he explained, 
were men concerned only with un- 
derstanding life. His list includ- 
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Confucius (Chinese). 

Plato (Greek). 

. Aristotle (Greek). 

Copernicus (Pole). 

Sir Francis Bacon (English). 

Spinuze (Dutch-Jewish).

Eggplant au Gratin 


Try this before eggplants leave 
our midst for a while.

Drippings from highly flavored 
foods can be made sweet and taste- 
ful again by trying a few slices of 
raw potato in them. This method 
will also take away any flavor of 
rancidness.
